Gladys Shoat, 22-year-old ne­ 
gro woman, was shot to death by 
her estranged 
husband, 
Walter 
Shoat, at 
10:15 
o’clock 
Friday 
morning. The shooting occurred 
at the Wheeler cabin in “Tin can 
alley”, which runs between Cen­ 
ter and Lake Streets. 
The wounded woman died two 
hours later, at 12:20 o’clock, with­ 
out ever regaining consciousness. 
One bullet from a 45-colt revol­ 
ver had penetrated the right side 
of the base of her skull, emerged 
on the left side of her forehead, 
and been burried in a wall of the 
cabin. 
The hole made in her forehead 
by the bullet was about an inch 
in diameter. At least two ounces 
of brains were blown out of her 
head by the shot. She bled pro­ 
fusely, chiefly through the mouth. 
Shoat, who was arrested near 
the McMullin lot on north Kmgs- 
highway as he was on his way to 
the city hall to surrender to of- 
fcers, is scheduled to have a pre­ 
liminary hearing in Judge Joseph 
W. Myers’ court here Thursday af­ 
ternoon. He is charged with first 
degree murder. He is now being 
held in the Scott county jail at 
Benton. 
The shooting is believed to have 
been caused by 
jealousy. 
Shoat 
and his wife who were married 
on June 8, 1929, 
separated 
on 
November 8. After going to 
her 
foimer home in Caruthersville and 
staying there for a 
short 
time, 
Gladys reurned here and began to 
work in a small Tin 
Can 
alley 
cafe run by Ike Petty, another n<H 
gro. She was living with Petty at 
the time of her death. 
At the city jail, where he was 
kept Friday until Sheriff Joe An­ 
derson arrived to take 
him 
to 
Benton, Shoat related 
incidents 
pertaining to the murder to M. E. 
Montgomery, prosecuting attorney, 
H. J. Welsh, Scott county coroner.

He frequently went 
from his cabin at the C. H. French 
home to Tin Can alley, he said, 
to plead with Gladys to go to Ca­ 
ruthersville or to get a divorce if 
she were going to live with Petty. 
Petty objected to Shoat's talks 
with his wife, Shoat said, 
once 
flourishing an icepick at him and 
another time refusing to let him 
see her. He denied ever threat­ 
ening her however. 
It was learned Friday, however, 
that on Thursday evening Gladys 
Shoat, accompanied by Bill Mas­ 
terson, went to the city hall 
to 
swear out a warrant against her 
husband since, she said, he had 
twice said he intended to kill her. 
When she 
was 
unable to 
find 
Judge W. H. Carter, she returned 
to the cabin where she was liv­ 
ing. 
On Friday morning, Shoat told 
officers, he went into the French 
home where he worked and stole 
Mr. French’s revolver to 
“pro­ 
tect” him from Petty. (His testi­ 
mony on this matter was a trifle 
contradictory. Once he said 
he 
didn’t intend to shoot Gladys but 
evidently lost his mind when he 
saw her. Again, he said he decid­ 
ed to kill her as he walked the 
four blocks from his cabin to Tin 
Can alley.

One bullet from a 45-colt revol­ 
ver had penetrated the right side 
of the base of her skull, emerged 
on the left side of her forehead, 
and been burried in a wall of the 
cabin. 
The hole made in her forehead 
by the bullet was about an inch 
in diam eter. At least two ounces 
of brains were blown out of her 
head by the shot. She bled pro­ 
fusely, chiefly through the mouth. 
Shoat, who was arrested near
